Wlmt Secretary Sherman Wants. 


The speech made by Secretary Sher- 


man at Toledo on Monday is justly con 
sidered of great importance as coming 
from the chief financial officer of the 
government. It was, of course, devoted 
to financial subjects, nt.d in hia opening 
remarks tho Secretary gave the follow- 
ing statement of his view upon the 
question of the amount of currency to 
be kept in circulation. He said: 


What I want is the largest amount 


of currency that can he maintained nt 
par with the established coin of the 
country. 
From tlie diversity of our 


wants we must have different kinds of 
money, to measure great wants and litth 
wants. We must have coin money and 
.paper money, nnd plenty of both. What 
I contend for is that, though our money 
may be of many kinds, it must nil have 
the same purchasing power. The cssen- 
tial fjuulitics of all good money are 
stability, equality nnd convertibility,— 
The dollar of unc kind should buy ns 
much as the dollar of any other kind.— 
Depreciated money cheats the ignorant 
and the unwary, nnd enriches tho money 
changer. The poor man. whose depend- 
ence is upon his dnily labor, is the vic- 
tim of depreciated money, for lib must 
take what is offered, and is always paid 
in the poorest monc^ 
1. 
No distinction 


should be made between coin money and 
paper money, or between the note holder 
und tlto bondholder. Tho money provi- 
ded by the government should pay all 
debts and be used for all debts. Sub- 
ject to these conditions, 1 am fur the 
largest amount of each kind nf money 
demanded tor the wants of business, 
and if you will agree with me in theso 
general propositions there will be no 
(|iiarrel between us.

dollar is accounted worth mare than the 
trade dollar, although the latter has the 
greater value of silver in it, and because 
it is worth more simply on account of 
its legal tender quality, some men arc 
led to believe tbut tlie legal tender 
stamp of the government is all which is 
necessary to make any money good.— 
They argue that neither silver nor gold 
is money, and nothing but the ''flat" of 
the government in the shape of the 
stamp of the government mint can make 
it money. They admit that gold and 
silver have a commercial value, and so 
have wheat, rye und oats, but the latter 
arc not articles which can be coined 
into money, while the two precious 
metals can be, and they can be coined. 
so us to realty make thcii legal tender 
value greater than their commercial 
value. 


Arguing from this point, these finan- 


cial thcori-its hold that the government's 
stamp or "fiat" is the all-powerful agent 
in the making of money, and that com- 
mercial values have nothing to do with 
the matter. 
According to them the 


government's flat is final and absolute. 


A greater and more absurd mistake 


was never made. 
Tho Ooreniment can 


not coin one piece nf silver and declare 
it t ) be a dollar, nnd another pic>.o of 
the ssinic sine and value, commercially, 
and doclai.' it to bo five dollars, nnd 
hnvo the twii circulate, one as a dollar, 
ai.d the othc r as live dollars.

under heaven can ijo it. 
Xoliovern- 


ment in modern times is so thoroughly 
foolish n.s to attempt it.

amount of gold is required to have a 
legal tendci coin pass fur five dollars, 
exactly four times that amount of gold 
must be used to make a legal tender 
coin pass us twenty dollars. 
This is so 


obvious to the common scnso of our 
citizens thac we need not argue it.

possessed < t common sense, to declare 
the government can stamp one piece of 
paper ns a dollar, another of the same 
si/u and rhanictcr a> fifty dollars, still 
another as fivu hundred dollars, and yet 
another is one thousand dollars, and 
then finco such pieces of paper into 
cireulati >n, without any promise of fu- 
ture redemption, claiming for them ab- 
solute value, in-cording as they nre 
stamped, is something so absurd that 
we cir hardly credit the fact.

Some will be in favor of a stay-law, 
while others will be in favor of a more 
liberal exemption of property from lia- 
bility to execution nnd forced sale.— 
Others no doubt will be in favor of a 
state bankrupt law. 
Massachusetts has 


had a state bankrupt law for many 
years , in fact the law now just expir- 
ing, which has become MI odious, was 
for the moHt part taken from thu Mas- 
sachusetts law. Vermont, in contem- 
plation of the repeal of the 1'nited 
States bankrupt law, has recently pass- 
ed a state bankrupt l,iw, which is among 
thu longest laws ever passed by that 
suite. 
We doubt if the Legislature ol 


this state, with the memory of the pres- 
ent bankrupt law fresh in the minds of 
the people, will for some time to come 
pass a state bankrupt law. The policy 
of our state is to allow n debtor to have 
certain articles exempt from execution 
nnd forced sale. The law passed in 
1877, requiring a debtor to schedule 
his property when an officer presents 
him with an execution, nml making al 
his property liable to execution upon 
failure so to do, when enforced by n dis 
honest officer, deprives the debtor nn 
hig family of nny exemptions whatever 
This Inw needs to be amended.
